Pentagon:

ARLINGTON, Va. — Under fire follow- 
ing revelations that a military command 
in Afghanistan is compiling profiles of re- 
porters covering U.S. military operations, 
Pentagon officials acknowledged Thurs- 
day that they were reviewing the practice 
even as they maintained that they were not 
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“neutral” grades assigned to reporters’ 
work by a Pentagon contractor. 

“For me, a tool like this serves no pur- 
pose and it doesn’t serve me with any 
value,” Pentagon spokesman Bryan Whit- 
man told reporters as some of the affected 
war correspondents began demanding to 
see their secret military profiles. 

Whitman told Pentagon reporters that 
he was inquiring about the issue, but he 





any formal inquiry to the matter. 

“T haven’t seen anything that violates 
any policies, but again, I’m learning about 
aspects of this as I question our folks in Af- 
ghanistan,” Whitman said. “If I find some- 
thing that is inconsistent with Defense 
Department values and policies, you can 
be sure I will address it.” 

Meanwhile, officials with U.S. Forces-Af- 
ghanistan acknowledged Thursday that the

Detention policy questioned after soldier’s escape

Army officials are investigating 
how a Special Forces soldier was able 
to simply disappear last week, a few 
hours after his conviction for the kid- 
napping and sexual assault of a Ger- 
man woman. 

Kelly A. Stewart was not guard- 
ed, and legal experts point to a gray 
area in the U.S. Military Manual for 
Courts-Martial that leaves the secur- 
ing of a convicted soldier to a judge’s 


discretion. It also requires that the 
government specifically demand the 
soldier be detained before sentencing. 

After his conviction last Wednes- 
day, Stewart was sent back to his on- 
post hotel room, which he was sharing 
with a fellow Special Forces soldier, 
and told to return the next morning 
for sentencing. Sometime in the mid- 
dle of the night, however, Stewart got 
out of bed, left the room, hopped in a 
rental car and drove away, according 
to court testimony. 

Stewart surrendered to the mili- 


tary police less than 48 hours later, 
but not before he poisoned himself, 
according to his father, John. Stew- 
art was treated at Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center, and on Thursday 
was transferred to prison facilities at 
Marine Corps Base Quantico. 

John Stewart questioned why the 
Army did not do more to monitor 
his son; the German police had indi- 
cated that Kelly Stewart, who was a 
sergeant first class at the time of his 
conviction, might be suicidal.

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Guard: Convicted soldiers not escorted until after sentencing

“T don’t know how they could 
let him get away knowing that 
he was [suicidal],” John Stewart 
said. 

Stewart’s case is one of several 
in recent years in which a ser- 
vicemember was able to either 
escape or, in one case, commit 
suicide soon after a conviction. 

Under current courts-martial 
regulations, the unit of the soldier 
on trial, in coordination with pros- 
ecutors, ensures that the accused 
is present in court at the proper 
time, is in proper uniform and is 
accounted for at all times during 
and after the trial, according to a 
U.S. Army Europe statement. 

Stewart was not being escorted 
or guarded at the time he fled be- 
cause he had yet to be sentenced, 
according to the 7th Army Joint 
Multinational Training Com- 
mand. “Escorts normally begin 
their formal duties of physically 
controlling the accused Soldier 
only after sentencing is com- 
plete,’ according to an e-mail 
from JMTC. 

It is the responsibility of the 
government to make sure the unit 
knows what its obligations are in 
a court-martial, said civilian at- 
torney David Court, who repre- 
sented Stewart in the case and 
has defended thousands of U.S. 
troops in courts-martial in Eu- 
rope over the last 30 years. 

“Is someone criminally re- 
sponsible? I doubt it,” Court said. 
“Maybe someone was derelict in 
their duty. I’m not sure.” 

USAREUR officials said the 
incident is under investigation 
and “appropriate action” will 
be taken when the investigation 
concludes. That investigation 
will determine whether standard 
operating procedures need to be 
amended, JMTC officials say.

justice of the U.S. Court of Ap- 
peals for the Armed Forces and 
head of the 2009 Commission on 
Military Justice, said the Man- 
ual for Courts-Martial does not 
require that a convicted soldier 
be secured, but it can be done. 
The government, he said, can 
ask a judge to confine convicted 
soldiers it deems to be flight 
risks, who might commit further 
crimes, or who seem likely to hurt 
themselves. 

“It’s a discretionary decision,” 
Cox said. 

Defense lawyers have argued 
that a situation in which MPs 
were ordered to watch over a con- 
victed troop awaiting sentencing 
could possibly be construed as 
subjecting the convict to unjust 
pretrial punishment. 

“Even once he’s convicted, he 
could get no sentence,” David 
Court said. “Is that pretrial pun- 
ishment? I don’t know if they 
would consider that pretrial 
punishment.” 

No one who is restrained pend- 
ing trial may be subjected to 
punishment or penalty for the 
offense that is the basis for that 
restraint, according to Rule 304 
in the U.S. Military Manual for 
Courts-Martial. 

But pretrial restraint is not akin 
to punishment, Cox said. Wheth- 
er a soldier is secured, and how, 
can be debated among opposing 
lawyers and the judge, and then 
the judge has the ultimate deci- 
sion, Cox said. Convicted soldiers 
can be required to turn over their 
passports, check in with MPs or 
be placed in the confinement fa-

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cility in Mannheim. 

“What you can’t do,” Cox said, 
‘is have [restraint] so onerous 
that it amounts to punishment. It 
can’t be punitive.” 

Phil Cave, a retired Navy judge 
advocate now in private practice, 
believes that the fast process of 
convicting and then sentencing 
soldiers is partly to blame for the 
recent spate of escapes. 

“You’re guilty and then you’re 
sentenced in one gulp,” Cave said. 
“They have this actual shock. 
And it’s such an emotional situa- 
tion that they panic.” 

In civilian courts, the convic- 
tion and sentencing phases of a 
trial are separated, which allows 
those who are convicted a respite 
while they are out on bond. 

“There is time to decompress,” 
Cave said. 

Cox said he has heard others in 
the military justice system make 
similar arguments about giving 
soldiers time between conviction 
and sentencing, and he has even 
seen commanders give senior en- 
listed officers a few weeks before 
sending them to prison. But Cave 
and Cox acknowledged that the 
military judicial system lacks the 
necessary infrastructure to allow 
soldiers such a reprieve. 

Cox said the issue of how sol- 
diers facing courts-martial are 
guarded is not being looked at in 
the current commission, which 
will be completed soon, and he 
has not heard of any other mili- 
tary judicial boards looking into 
it. 

“But I think it’s a very interest- 
ing issue,” he said, “that some- 


body needs to give a serious 
thought to.” 

In civilian federal court, pre- 
trial and pre-sentencing confine- 
ment also is up to the discretion of 
the judge, said Christian Capece, 
an assistant federal defender 
in Charleston, W.Va., and a for- 
mer U.S. Marine Corps defense 
attorney. 

In the rare instance where a 
defendant is out on bond pending 
trial for a violent felony, it’s likely 
the judge would revoke that bond 
once the person pleads guilty or 
is convicted, Capece said, be- 
cause of the likelihood that per- 
son may flee or pose a risk to the 
community. 

“The person has now been 
proven in a court of law they’re 
dangerous, that they are a violent 
person,” Capece said, and could 
be facing many years in prison. 
“Most judges would say ‘I’m 
going to revoke your bond until 
the sentencing hearing.’ ” 

Examples from courts-mar- 
tial during recent years show lax 
oversight of accused and/or con- 
victed troops. 

In May, Army Sgt. Cuauhtemoc 
“Temo” Gonzalez Jr. apparently 
shot and killed himself outside 
U.S. Forces Korea headquarters 
at Yongsan Garrison after he had 
just been sentenced in connection 
with an improper relationship 
with a superior. Court-martial 
security procedures at Yongsan 
were being reviewed as a result 
of Gonzalez’s death, Army offi- 
cials said. 

In February 2008, Air Force 
Maj. Mark Seldes was deemed 
missing after failing to appear 
for the sentencing phase of his 
court-martial at Kunsan Air 
Base, South Korea. Seldes, al- 
ready convicted of rape, was 
found on base the following day 
and arrested. 

In April 2000, Army Spc. 
Christopher McCarthy, initially 
detained by the military, fled 
military custody in Seoul, South 
Korea, hours before his court- 
martial for murder was to begin. 
South Korean police arrested 
McCarthy eight hours later and 
handed him over to U.S. military 
authorities.

August could prove to be deadliest 
month for U.S. troops during war

KABUL—A U.S. servicemem- 
ber died Thursday in a militant 
attack involving a roadside bomb 
and gunfire, a death that pushed 
August into a tie with July as the 
deadliest months of the eight-year 
war. 

The death brings to 44 the num- 
ber of U.S. troops who have died 
in Afghanistan this month. But 
with four days left in the month, 
August could set a new record. 

More than 60,000 U.S. troops 
are now in the country — a record 
number — to combat rising insur- 
gent violence. The number of road- 
side bombs deployed by militants 
across the country has skyrock- 
eted, and U.S. forces have moved 
into new and deadlier areas of the 
country this summer, in part to 
help secure the country’s Aug. 20 
presidential election. 

A statement from the NATO- 
led force in Kabul said the U.S. 
servicemember died in southern 
Afghanistan when the troop’s 
patrol responded to the bombing 
and gunfire attack. 

Meanwhile, U.S. and Afghan 
forces battled Taliban militants 
at a medical center in eastern 
Afghanistan after a Taliban com- 
mander sought treatment there. 

Hamidullah Zhwak, the gov- 
ernor’s spokesman, said Afghan 
forces were tipped off to the Tal-

iban presence after militants 
brought the commander and 
three other wounded Taliban to 
the clinic. 

Insurgent snipers fired from a 
tower near the clinic, and troops 
called in an airstrike from U.S. 
forces, Zhwak said. Fighting 
lasted about five hours, and 12 
Taliban were killed in the clash, 
he said. 

“After ensuring the clinic was 
cleared of civilians, an AH-64 
Apache helicopter fired rounds 
at the building ending the direct 
threat and injuring the targeted 
insurgent in the building,” a U.S. 
military statement said. 

Lt. Cmdr. Christine Siden- 
stricker, a U.S. military spokes- 
woman, said the clinic’s doctor 
gave U.S. troops permission to 
fire on the clinic. After the battle, 
Afghan and U.S. forces met with 
villagers and discussed rebuild- 
ing the clinic, a U.S. summary of 
the meeting said. Villagers ex- 
pressed “disgust” that militants 
used the medical center to fire 
from and that they understood 
that the action by Afghan and co- 
alition forces was necessary, the 
summary said. 

“The local villagers thanked 
the Afghanistan National Secu- 
rity Forces for ensuring all civil- 
ians were out of harms way before 
they were forced to use Coalition 
helicopters to engage the enemy,” 
the summary said. 


Thursday in Baghdad as Iraqi forces tightened se- 
curity around Shiite mosques, shrines and politi- 
cal party offices ahead of the funeral of a top Shiite 
leader. 

The car bombs targeted primarily Iraqi troops in 
the city and a northern Baghdad suburb, killing one 
and wounding 22 people, police officials said. The 
violence raised concerns whether Iraqi forces can 
provide adequate security when thousands converge 
to mourn the death of Abdul-Aziz al-Hakim. 

The body of al-Hakim, who died of lung cancer 
Wednesday in Tehran, Iran, was to be returned Fri- 
day to Iraq. The funeral procession was to start in 
Baghdad and make stops in several cities in Iraq’s 
southern provinces before burial in Najaf, Iraqi Vice 
President Vice President Adel Abdul-Mahdi told AP 
Television News. 

The deadliest bombing Thursday struck near a 
U.S. military base close to Taji, north of Baghdad, 
killing one and wounding six people, an Iraqi police 
official said. 

Hours earlier, bombs attached to three parked 
cars exploded nearly simultaneously in a primarily

Admiral’s blog details 
‘serious’ conclusions 
on Afghanistan outlook

STUTTGART, Germany 
— Following two recent trips to 
Afghanistan, NATO’s top mili- 
tary commander has drawn 
some initial conclusions about 
the war effort there, which he de- 
scribes as “serious” but “far from 
hopeless.” 

Adm. James Stavridis, NATO’s 
new military commander, wrote 
in a July 25 posting on his blog 
“From the Bridge” that the actions 
taken over the course of the next 
year will determine the chances 
for a successful outcome. 

“(T]he situation is extremely 
serious. While I remain con- 
vinced that the Coalition, working 
with the Afghan people, will ulti- 
mately win in Afghanistan — the 
stakes are high — the situation is 
extremely challenging,” Stavridis 
wrote in his blog posted at the U.S. 
European Command Web site. 

“While my own thinking is still 
evolving, and I am awaiting Gen- 
eral McChrystal’s assessment, I 
believe there are four fundamen- 
tal keys to achieving a successful 
outcome in Afghanistan,” Stavri- 
dis stated, referring to a much-an- 


ticipated war plan by Gen. Stanley 
McChrystal, top commander of 
U.S. and NATO forces there. 

Stavridis’ four-pronged 
approach: 

m@ Putting the Afghan people at 
the “center of gravity.” Killing the 
Taliban alone won’t bring peace. 
Reducing collateral damage will 
be essential. 

™@ Achieving an effective bal- 
ance between civil and military 
activities with an emphasis on 
diplomacy, development and 
defense. Security will not be 
achieved by guns alone. 

m@ Effective strategic communi- 
cation. Messages must be well de- 
fined and communicated both to 
the Afghan people and the nations 
engaged in the conflict. 

M@ Training Afghan security 
forces to defend and police their 
own nation. 

“General McChrystalis analyz- 
ing how big this force should be, 
but Afghanistan is a big country 
and eventually this will be ‘how 
it ends’ — by training Afghans to 
defend and police their own na- 
tion,” Stavridis said.

Fire threatens man’s life after crash

MISAWA AIR BASE, Japan — U.S. troops 
from Misawa say they were simply acting on 
instinct when they rushed toward a fiery car 
crash on a dark country road Aug. 15 to save an 
unconscious Japanese man. 

“T was just doing what I would want someone 
to do for me if I was in that guy’s spot,” said Se- 
nior Airman Thomas Sullivan, who works with 
the 35th Medical Support Squadron. 

Sullivan, Airman Ist 
Class Justin Bunton, a 
firefighter, and Tech Sgt. | 
Rory Stark, an explosive 
ordnance disposal special- 
ist, braved the heat of the 
fire to carry the man to 
safety, according to base 
and Japanese officials. 

They were part of a 
group of about 30 airmen 
returning from a trip on | ~ 
a base tour bus when they 
came upon what Sullivan 
first thought was a “big 
bonfire” next to some Japanese homes along 
the road. 

When they realized that it was the scene of a 
car crash — and that there was a man lying on 
the road next to a car and garage engulfed in 
flames — they stopped the bus to help. About 
five or six other airmen — including Airman 
1st Class Aaron Lauer, with the 35th Mainte- 
nance Operations Squadron — also ran from 
the bus to help. 

Lauer said he looked to the others at the scene 
for guidance. 

“T’ve got a firefighter, medical and EOD 
... you know I’m going to listen to everything 
they’re saying,” Lauer said. 

Bunton, the firefighter, was worried about 
trapped air in the car bumper impact cylinders 
exploding and whether the fire would also bring 
down the power lines. 

They carried the man across the road and 
far enough away that “we couldn’t feel the heat 
anymore,” Sullivan said.

Someone brought a cool- 
er with ice and water from 
the bus, and a Japanese 
woman from a_ nearby 
home provided a blanket. 

The troops soaked the 
blanket and wrapped it 
around the man to cool 
him down before an am- 
bulance arrived. 

Lauer, Bunton and Sul- 
livan all said they felt mili- 
tary training helped them 
react while others at the 
scene simply stood watching the fire. 

“It was intense — everything was fast-paced,” 
Lauer said. 

They also said it felt good to help a Japanese 
citizen, especially given the recent string of off- 
base drunken driving incidents involving U.S. 
troops. 

“We do good things over here, too,’ Lauer 
said. 

Japanese police and fire officials said it ap- 
peared the man had swerved to avoid hitting a 
dog. 

The car struck a power 
pole and skidded about 
60 feet before hitting the 
garage and bursting into 
flames. They said the man 
got out of the car before 
falling unconscious on the 
road. 

Officials declined to 
identify the man, but laud- 
ed the U.S. troops for their 
quick action. 

“If he wasn’t moved 
away from the flame, he 
could have suffered burns that could have been 
life threatening,’ said Kenshin Kakizaki, of 
Towada fire department. 

He said the man suffered only bruises from 
the crash. 

Kakizaki said he plans to nominate those who 
helped for an award. 
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‘M*A*S*H’ legacy lives 
on in Korea-based unit

UIJEONGBU, South Korea — 
Tucked away at a Republic of Korea 
Army base here — in the city that 
was home to the mythical 4077th 
Mobile Army Surgical Hospital — 
are a few of the last remnants of the 
real-life unit that inspired the popu- 
lar “M*A*S*H” book, movie and TV 
series. 

On base, there is a Quonset hut that 
served as an operating room for the 
MASH unit. 

Just off base is another small build- 
ing that was once home to the real 
Rosie’s Bar, which also found a place 
in the fictional works. 

And across the road from the base 
is a small hill with a path leading up 
to a helicopter pad that was depicted 
in the openings of both the movie and 
TV series. 

H. Richard Hornberger based his 
1968 book “MASH: A Novel About 
Three Army Doctors” on his Korean 
War experiences as a surgeon with 
the 805S5th MASH. That book was the 
basis for the movie and series which, 
like it or not, largely shaped how a 
couple of generations have perceived 
war-zone medical treatment. 

Those who would staff the modern- 
day equivalent of the MASH units 
— if hostilities resumed on the pen- 
insula — said that while they don’t 
really mind being thought of as the 
Hawkeyes, Trappers and Radars of 
their era, a lot has changed in the 
treatment of battlefield injuries since 
Korean War days. 

“It has definitely improved,” said 
Capt. Alecia Williams, head Intensive 
Care Unit nurse with the 121st 
Combat Support Hospital at Yongsan 
Garrison in Seoul. “The equipment 
is different. The tents are different. 
The facilities that we use are more 
advanced now.” 

And while the doctors and nurses 
of “M*A*S*H” were depicted as high- 
ly dedicated, they did seem to spend 
a lot of their time cavorting, canoo- 
dling, boozing and carousing, which 
is not quite the way it is these days, 
according to one Army nurse. 

“As far as the show goes, it’s for 
entertainment,” said 1st Lt. Meggan 
McKenna, a 121st staff nurse. “Some 
stereotypes might be slightly true, 
but it’s obviously not real life. 

“T don’t think it bothers me, because 
anyone who has come into contact 
with military nurses quickly under- 
stands that ... the doctor, patient and 
nurse relationships are always pro- 
fessional and we know our jobs,” she 
said. 

Hornberger, who wrote under the 
pseudonym Richard Hooker, was 
widely credited with being true to 
the trappings of an actual Korean 
War MASH unit in his book, and 
that spirit was carried forward in 
the 1970 movie and the TV show 
that originally ran from 1972 to 1983 
and has been in reruns on cable TV 
since. 

According to Stripes archives, the 
8055th moved to more than 20 loca- 
tions on the peninsula during the Ko- 
rean War. It was re-designated the 
43rd Mobile Army Surgical Hospi- 
tal in 1952, and moved several more 
times after the 1953 armistice that 
ended hostilities was signed, before 
settling at Camp Humphreys, where 
it operated until it was deactivated in 
1997.

The last MASH unit worldwide 
was deactivated in 2006 in a nod to 
the increased capabilities of combat 
support hospitals. Those capabilities 
were on display earlier this month 
when the 121st traveled to Camp 
Humphreys to get an 84-bed hospital 
up and running in 72 hours as part of 
a Korea-wide military exercise. 

Second Lt. Peter Samuel of the 
121st explained that while the stan- 
dard combat support hospital is larg- 
er and has more capabilities than the 
MASH units of the past, their roles 
are similar — to serve as a “bridge” 
between battalion aid stations at the 
front and fixed hospital facilities out- 
side of the hostile area. 

The primary mission is to pro- 
vide hospitalization, stabilization and 
evacuation, and also to return injured 
soldiers to duty in a timely manner, 
Samuel said. 

“We practice for the real thing,” 
he said. 

Examples of modern medical tech- 
nology and care are abundant in the 
combat support hospital. 

Set. Maj. Nick Carey said the 
today’s combat support hospital pro- 
vides a lot more services than the 
MASH of the past, including OB/ 
GYN care and CT scans. 

“Anything you can provide in a 
fixed facility, we can provide in the 
mobile hospital that we have,” he 
said. “We can do premier care. When 
people think of ‘M*A*S*H,’ they think 
of jokes and funning, but we’re seri- 
ous professionals.” 

Orthopedic surgeon Maj. Syed 
Ahmed said the system for getting 
the injured from the battlefield to 
the battalion aid station, and to the 
combat support hospital and on to a 
fixed hospital is much faster due to 
advances in burn treatment, wound 
care and fracture stabilization. 

“In that sense, we are able to take 
care of patients a lot quicker and 
avoid some of the complications that 
you might have seen in previous 
wars,” he said. 

Hospital commander Col. Ronald 
Smith said his physicians “try to 
provide care at the same quality level 
that we provide in our fixed-facil- 
ity hospitals, because we know that 
we’re going to be held to that stan- 
dard, even downrange believe it or 
not.” 

One area where art imitates life 
fairly accurately, Ahmed said, is in 
how the movie and TV show por- 
trayed the banter among doctors and 
nurses in the operating room. 

“T think we all joke around in the 
operating room,” he said. “There is 
a great deal of camaraderie that de- 
velops because you are living in a 
confined area for extended periods 
of time, and you ... have experiences 
that are somewhat traumatic as well 
as rewarding.”

Senators criticized for opposing 
bill, yet still seeking DOD money

WASHINGTON — Georgia’s 
Republican senators, Saxby 
Chambliss and Johnny Isakson, 
voted against the $787 billion eco- 
nomic stimulus package, blasting 
the bill as a bloated government 
giveaway. 

But their disdain didn’t stop 
them from later asking Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates to steer 
$50 million in stimulus money toa 
constituent’s bio-energy project. 

Gates didn’t do it, but Cham- 
bliss, Isakson and other Repub- 
lican opponents of the stimulus 
aren’t going empty-handed. 

Billions of dollars worth of 
Defense Department stimulus 
money is paying for repairs and 
construction at military instal- 
lations in areas represented by 
lawmakers who said “no” to the 
legislation, according to an anal- 
ysis by The Associated Press. 

The request from Chambliss 
and Isakson isn’t the only one 
Gates and other top Defense of- 
ficials received before and after 
President Barack Obama signed 
the stimulus law in February. 
Their pitch stands out, though, 
because of the GOP’s staunch 
opposition. 

As Congress considered the 
legislation earlier this year, Re- 
publicans called it a partisan bill 
bound to make the size of govern- 
ment grow, not the economy. Not 
a single House Republican voted 
in favor of the bill; only three 
Senate Republicans did so. 

Trashing the stimulus and also 
welcoming the money is a sore 
point for Democrats who say the 
GOP can’t have it both ways. 


But Republicans say there’s no 
inconsistency in opposing waste- 
ful spending while also backing 
worthwhile projects. 

The Pentagon is staying out 
of the fight. Navy Cmdr. Darryn 
James, a Pentagon spokesman, 
said political considerations were 
not a factor as Defense officials 
put together the department’s 
stimulus spending plan. The two 
main criteria were that projects 
could be started quickly to boost 
the economy and also would im- 
prove the quality of life for mili- 
tary personnel. 

In statements, Chambliss and 
Isakson said helping their con- 
stituents is an important part of 
their jobs. In this case, it was Bell 
BioEnergy of Tifton, Ga., which 
is developing a process to convert 
waste into fuel. 

Overall, Georgia is getting 
more than $200 million in de- 
fense stimulus money for work at 
installations that include the Ar- 
my’s Fort Stewart and Fort Gor- 
don, and Moody Air Force Base. 

Just a few days after criticizing 
the “staggering” cost of the stim- 
ulus, Rep. Brett Guthrie, a Re- 
publican from Kentucky, urged 
Gates to consider using stimulus 
money to renovate a military hos- 
pital at Fort Knox, a sprawling 
Army base in his district. 

The Pentagon’s stimulus spend- 
ing plan shows no money for the 
hospital repairs. But of the more 
than $159 million in military 
stimulus money slated for Ken- 
tucky, almost $38 million is for 
other repair work at Fort Knox. 
Most of the total, $110 million, 
goes to Fort Campbell, home to 
the Army’s 101st Airborne Divi- 
sion. It’s in Republican Ed Whit- 
field’s district. 


A few states receive bulk of stimulus aid 


More than $5 billion of the $7.4 billion in stimulus dollars that the 
Pentagon received are going to 16 states for repairs and construction.

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Oklahoma Republican Mary 
Fallin joined her Democratic col- 
league, Rep. Dan Boren, in ask- 
ing Army Secretary Pete Geren 
to use $8.4 million in stimulus 
money for repairs to buildings 
at two Oklahoma National Guard 
sites. Fallin had called the stimu- 
lus a “Big Brother spending pro- 
gram” that didn’t do enough to 
finance needed infrastructure 
projects. The money she and 
Boren sought isn’t in the Penta- 
gon’s spending plans. 

The Pentagon was allotted $7.4 
billion in stimulus money, the 
bulk of it for overdue base repairs 
and new construction.

Carter is 
also on the subcommittee. 

The Democratic Congres-

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Somali pirates fire upon

A U.S. Navy helicopter conduct- 
ing surveillance off the coast of 
Somalia was fired upon Wednes- 
day by pirates aboard a Taiwan- 
ese-flagged vessel, where some 
30 crewmembers are being held 
hostage, according to U.S. Naval 
Forces Central Command. 

The Somali pirates fired what 
appeared to be a large-caliber 
weapon at the U.S. Navy SH-60B 
but didn’t strike it, according to 
the Navy. No one was injured in 
the incident and the crew did not 
return fire, the Navy said. 

The Taiwanese ship Win Far 
was seized April 6. Since then, it 
has been used as a “mother ship” 
for the launching of other pirate 
attacks, most notably against the 


U.S.-flagged Maersk Alabama a 
couple of days later, according to 
the Navy. 

The helicopter was conducting 
a routine surveillance flight of 
the Win Far, which is anchored by 
Somali pirates south of Garacad, 
Somalia, according to the Navy. 

The aircrew observed activity 
during the flight, but the helicop- 
ter was determined to be targeted 
only after a review of infrared 
radar video. 

Lt. Nathan Christensen, a Bah- 
rain-based spokesman for the Na- 
vy’s 5th Fleet told The Associated 
Press that Wednesday’s shooting 
marks the first time pirates shot 
at U.S. Navy helicopters conduct- 
ing daily surveillance flights over 
areas where pirates anchor hi-

jacked vessels and await ransom. 
Christensen said four other mer- 
chant ships and 105 crewmem- 
bers are currently being held by 
pirates near the Win Far. 

Piracy has increased in the 
Gulf of Aden — a crucial shipping 
route in and out of the Suez Canal 
— and elsewhere off the coast of 
Somalia, fueling a more than dou- 
bling of pirate attacks in the first 
half of 2009, according to an in- 
ternational maritime watchdog. 

Somalia has had no effective 
central government since 1991, 
and the country’s interim govern- 
ment is embroiled in a struggle 
with Islamist extremists with 
suspected al-Qaida links.

Russia charges 8 in case of missing ship

MOSCOW — Russia has formally filed 
criminal charges against eight alleged hi- 
jackers of the freighter Arctic Sea, whose 
voyage is still heavily shrouded in mystery. 

The General Prosecutor’s Investigative 
Committee said Thursday seven of the sus- 
pects are being charged with kidnapping 
and piracy and the eighth with organizing 


the crimes. 


The Russian-crewed freighter went miss- 
ing this month. It was found by a Russian 
navy frigate in waters off Cape Verde, thou- 
sands of miles from its planned port of call 


in Algeria. 


Russian authorities say the ship was 


seized in the Baltic Sea in late July after de- 


parting Finland with a load of timber. How- 
ever, widespread speculation persists that 
the ship was carrying clandestine cargo. 


Georgia replaces 
defense chief again 


TBILISI, Georgia — Geor- 
gian officials say the country’s 
defense minister has been re- 
placed for the second time since 
the nation’s war with Russia a 
year ago. 

The spokesman for Georgia’s 
national Security Council said 
President Mikhail Saakashvili 
announced the change at a meet- 
ing Thursday. 

Spokesman Levan Gelashvili 
says Vasil Sikharulidze was re- 
placed by Bachana Akhalaia, 
a deputy defense minister who 
also served as the country’s 
prisons chief.

Several alleged traffickers, 
including government officials 
colluding with them, have been 
arrested and charged in recent 
weeks after Malaysia was la- 
beled one of the world’s worst 
offenders in a U.S. State Depart- 
ment report released in June.

Koreas work toward deal 
to resume family reunions

SEOUL, South Korea — North 
and South Korea worked Thurs- 
day to finalize a schedule for re- 
uniting families long separated 
by the Korean War and to close a 
rift over whether the deal should 
include prisoners of war Seoul 
says are still held in the North. 

Red Cross officials from the 
two sides were expected to reach 
an agreement on family reunions 
Friday at the end of three days of 
talks, offering rare opportunities 
for hundreds of people, mostly in 
their 70s and 80s, to temporarily 
meet loved ones at the North’s 
Diamond Mountain resort. 

The talks come as the com- 
munist regime adopts a more 
conciliatory stance toward South 
Korea and the U.S. after months 
of animosity over its nuclear and 
missile programs. 

Earlier this month, the North 
said it would restart some joint 
projects, including the meetings 


of separated families that have 
been stalled since the inaugura- 
tion of a conservative government 
in Seoul about 18 months ago. 

A sticking point in the latest 
talks was whether South Korean 
prisoners of war and civilian ab- 
ductees should be included in the 
agreement. 

Seoul wants the issue to be ad- 
dressed and have some of those 
people included in the reunions, 
while Pyongyang insists the two 
sides only discuss family re- 
unions, according to the reports. 

South Korea estimates that 560 
of its soldiers from the Korean 
War remain alive in North Korea, 
in addition to 504 South Korean 
civilians — mostly fishermen 
whose boats were seized since 
the war’s end. 

In other conciliatory moves, the 
North has agreed to lift restric- 
tions on border crossings with 
the South and pledged to resume 
suspended inter-Korean projects 
in tourism and industry. 


Young detainee released 
from Guantanamo to sue U.S.

KABUL — The family of one 
of the youngest prisoners ever 
held at Guantanamo plans to sue 
the U.S. government to compen- 
sate him for mistreatment and an 
adolescence lost to nearly seven 
years in a cell, his lawyers said 
Thursday. 

Mohammed Jawad returned 
to Afghanistan this week after a 
military judge ruled that he was 
coerced into confessing that he 
threw a grenade at an unmarked 
vehicle in the capital in 2002. The 
attack wounded two American 
soldiers and their interpreter. 

Afghan police delivered Jawad 
into U.S. custody and about a 
month later he was sent to the 
U.S. detention center at Guanta- 
namo Bay, Cuba. 

Jawad and his family say he 
was 12 when he was arrested, 
and that he is now 19 years old. 


The Pentagon has said a bone 
scan showed he was about 17 
when taken into custody. 

“T was an innocent child when 
they put me in prison,” Jawad told 
The Associated Press in an inter- 
view at the offices of an Afghan 


lawyer association. 
The family plans to sue for 
compensation in U.S. courts, 


said Maj. Eric Montalvo, one of 
the military lawyers who was 
defending Jawad. Montalvo, who 
finishes his military service this 
month and has already joined a 
private firm, said he will aid in 
the process but will not necessar- 
ily file the suit. 

“T will not allow him not to be 
assisted,” Montalvo said, explain- 
ing that Jawad needs intensive 
psychological counseling and tu- 
toring to make up for his lack of 
schooling. 
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Mourners line Kennedy motorcade route

BOSTON — Mourners gathered Thurs- 
day at both ends of a 70-mile route as the 
body of Sen. Edward M. Kennedy was 
taken from the Cape Cod home where he 
spent his final days to the presidential li- 
brary bearing the name of one of his slain 
brothers. 

The late senator’s loved ones arrived 
shortly before noon for the private Mass 
at the family compound in Hyannis Port. 

The flag-draped coffin carrying Ken- 
nedy was loaded into a hearse in a motor- 
cade that followed a route that past sites of 
significance to Kennedy’s life on the way 
to the library, which he helped develop. 

His body will lie in repose at the li- 
brary until Friday, a Senate office state- 
ment said. 

At the library, James Jenner, a 28- 
year-old culinary student from Boston, 
watched a replay of Kennedy’s speech at 
the 2008 Democratic National Conven- 
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and a stuffed teddy bear with angel 
wings. 

“It was Teddy’s home team,” Jenner 
said. “It just seemed appropriate to leave 
him the cap. It symbolizes everything 
that he loved about his home state and ev- 
erything he was outside the Senate.” 

Trudy Murray, 86, a native of Ireland 
who later lived in England, said Kennedy 
helped her and her family get visas when 
they moved to the United States in 1969. 

“IT loved Ted Kennedy. I cried yester- 
day when I put on the TV and saw that he 
had passed away,” said Murray, a retired 
nurse who now lives in Brockton. 

At the end of a barricaded road lead- 
ing to the Cape Cod compound, a bouquet 
of white and yellow lilies lay on the lawn 
of David Nylan’s vacation rental, and a 
U.S. flag flew at half-staff in Kennedy’s 
memory. 

“The Kennedys and Hyannis and the 
Cape, they just kind of go hand in hand,” 
he said. “They’re just a great family from 
around here, and people respect what 
they’ve done in office, and the good things 


said. 

On Main Street in downtown Hyannis, 
flags, flowers and personal notes lay at 
the base of a flagpole outside the John 
F. Kennedy Museum, where about two 
dozen people gathered. 

Someone had placed an old Kennedy 
campaign sign with a new inscription: 
“God bless Ted, the last was first,” refer- 
ring to his ascension to political great- 
ness after the untimely deaths of his two 
older brothers. 

Plans are being finalized for a private 
memorial service at the presidential li- 
brary Friday evening and for the funeral 
Mass on Saturday morning at Our Lady 
of Perpetual Help Basilica — commonly 
known as the Mission Church — in Bos- 
ton’s Mission Hill neighborhood. 

President Barack Obama is scheduled 
to speak at the funeral. 

All of the living former presidents will 
also attend the funeral, said a person fa- 
miliar with the arrangements who spoke 
on condition of anonymity.

CIA tested sleep 
deprivation limits

WASHINGTON — A year after 
the Bush administration aban- 
doned its harshest interrogation 
methods, CIA operatives used 
severe sleep deprivation tactics 
against a terror detainee in late 
2007, keeping him awake for six 
straight days with permission 
from government lawyers. 

Interrogators kept the uniden- 
tified detainee awake by chain- 
ing him to the walls and floor of a 
cell, according to government of- 
ficials and memos issued with an 
internal CIA report. The Obama 
administration released the in- 
ternal report this week. 

Though the detainee’s name 
and critical details are blacked 
out in the memos, there is only 
one detainee known to have been 
in CIA custody at that time: Mo- 
hammed Rahim al-Afghani, an 
alleged al-Qaida operator and 
translator for Osama bin Laden. 

The documents show that even 
as the Bush administration was 
scaling back its use of severe in- 
terrogation techniques, the CIA 
was still pushing the boundaries 
of what the administration’s own 
legal counsel considered accept- 
able treatment. 

The documents describe two in- 
stances in 2007 in which the CIA 
was allowed to exceed the guide- 
lines set by Bush administration 
lawyers allowing prisoners to be 
kept awake for up to four days. 

The first episode occurred in 
August 2007, when interrogators 
were given permission from the 


Office of Legal Counsel to keep 
an unidentified detainee awake 
for five days, a U.S. government 
official confirmed. The official 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
because he was not authorized to 
discuss the report’s details. 

According to the documents, 
the sleep-deprived prisoner was 
kept awake by being forced to 
stand with his arms chained 
above heart level. He wore dia- 
pers, allowing interrogators to 
keep him chained continuously 
without bathroom breaks. 

The second incident occurred 
in November 2007. After again 
asking permission from Jus- 
tice lawyers to keep a detainee 
awake an extra day, interrogators 
pressed to extend the treatment 
for another 24 hours, depriv- 
ing the prisoner of sleep for six 
straight days. 

It is unclear from the docu- 
ments whether the two incidents 
involved the same detainee. 

Al-Afghani, the alleged bin 
Laden translator, was captured in 
Pakistan in the summer of 2007 
— around the time the Justice De- 
partment issued new guidance for 
the harsh techniques that could 
still be used on CIA prisoners. He 
stayed in CIA custody until early 
2008, when he was transferred to 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 

Sleep deprivation beyond 48 
hours is known to produce hal- 
lucinations. It can reduce resis- 
tance to pain, and it makes people 
suggestible. 

The State Department regular- 
ly lists sleep deprivation as a form 
of torture in its annual report on 
human rights abuses.

Wildfires raging near L.A.

LOS ANGELES — Firefight- 
ers in Southern California braced 
for another day of hot, extremely 
dry weather as they battled two 
wildfires in the Angeles National 
Forest northeast of Los Angeles, 
while crews worked to contain 
another blaze in a rural area of 
Northern California that con- 
sumed a mobile home. 

A fast-moving wildfire started 
Wednesday afternoon about 20 
miles southwest of King City 
in Monterey County and con- 
sumed more than 3 square miles 
of grassy, rolling hills, Division 
Chief Curt Itson of the state De- 
partment of Forestry and Fire 
Protection said. 

The fire was 30 percent con- 
tained early Thursday, Itson said, 
but residents of 20 homes near 
the tiny community of Lock- 
wood evacuated voluntarily. The 
cause of the blaze was under 
investigation. 

Northeast of Los Angeles, two 
wildfires fouled the air for mil- 
lions of Southern Californians, 
but the flames were burning 
away from foothill suburbs and no 


homes were threatened.The Na- 
tional Weather Service predicted 
another hot, dry day Thursday 
with moderate winds out of the 
west, very low humidity and tem- 
peratures as high as 104 degrees 
at low elevations of the Angeles 
National Forest. 

Stoked by the arrival of high 
temperatures and extremely dry 
air after weeks of unusually mild 
summer weather, the 2.6-square 
mile Morris Fire in Angeles Na- 
tional Forest produced a pungent 
white haze that spread through 
the Los Angeles Basin and east 
into San Bernardino County. The 
smoke lingered for lack of a sea 
breeze. 

“It’s pretty bad, the smoke,” 
said Natacha Cuvelier, a 20-year- 
old student at the University of 
Southern California in Los An- 
geles.

The air was considered un- 
healthy in many areas, and re- 
gional officials urged people to 
avoid strenuous activities, indoor 
and out.

Report: N.M. governor 
to be cleared in probe 


SANTA FE, N.M. — New 
Mexico Gov. Bill Richardson and 
former high-ranking members 
of his administration won’t be 
criminally charged in a yearlong 
federal investigation into pay-to- 
play allegations involving one of 
the Democratic governor’s large 
political do- 
nors, some- 
one familiar 
withthe case 
said. 

The deci- 
sion not to 
pursue in- 
dictments 
was made by 
7 top Justice 
Richardson Department 

officials, ac- 
cording to a person familiar with 
the investigation, who asked not 
to be identified because federal 
officials had not disclosed results 
of the probe. A federal grand 
jury began an investigation in 
2008 into a possible pay-to-play 
scheme in which lucrative work 
on state bond deals went to a 
Richardson donor. 

The federal probe derailed 
Richardson’s appointment as 
commerce secretary in President 
Barack Obama’s administration. 

Richardson withdrew his nom- 
ination in January, saying the 
investigation would have delayed 
his confirmation although he said 
he expected to be cleared. 

Richardson and members of 
his staff traveled to Cuba this 
week for a trade mission. 

Richardson spokesman Gil- 
bert Gallegos didn’t immediately 
respond to e-mail messages seek- 
ing confirmation that no charges 
were expected from the federal 
investigation.

Skillet urges fans to wake up, be h

During a summertime mission trip, the 
teens in my SUV had two goals: help their 
neighbors and blow out the speakers. 

One of the primary tools in that second- 
ary effort was Skillet’s “Comatose.” 

They loved that album and were eager 
to hear some more from the hard-rocking 
band fronted by John Cooper. 

They weren’t the only ones. Panheads 
— as Skillet’s fans are known — helped 
propel the band’s “Awake” to No. 1 on the 
iTunes chart in a matter of hours when it 
was released in late August. 

“There’s a real excitement for the re- 
cord,” Cooper said in an interview before 
the album’s release. 

“That’s very unusual. I guess ‘Comatose’ 
put us in a new place. ... People are kind of 
foaming at the mouth for it.” 

What they’ll hear is an album that Coo- 
per said arose from the concerns swirling

around life today — war, economic turmoil 
and random violence. 

“The things going on in the world really 
hit me,” Cooper said. “... It was too much 
for me to believe. There’s no way that peo- 
ple were doing these things.” 

That’s when the idea for the song “Hero” 
emerged. 

“T was saying in my mind, ‘Where are 
all the heroes?’” But eventually, Cooper 
said he realized “the point isn’t that I need 
a hero but I need to be the hero. I need to 
make a difference in the world.” 

It’s a conviction that Cooper belts out in 
full force in the aggressive rocker. 

However, he also realizes that some of 
that darkness exists inside each of us, a 
very biblical idea that spurred him to write 
“Monster.” 

“The Bible talks about the old self, or the 
old man. It’s a guy you don’t want people to 


see,” Cooper said. “... Sometimes you get 
cut off in traffic or something and that old 
guy wants to pop his head out. ... It’s like 
the conflict between the flesh and spirit.” 

Of course that struggle is sometimes 
heightened by those around us. “It’s Not 
Me It’s You” is a powerful — and fun — 
song that explores bad relationships. 

“Young people specifically relate to that 
song,” said Cooper, who admits it’s one of 
his favorites. “It’s a song about someone 
who’s always trying to bring you down. ... 
We all know what it’s like to have friends 
who bring us down, who are poison for 
us.” 

The epic “Awake and Alive” recalls 
the intensity — and the string accompa- 
niment — that powered “Comatose.” Its 
lyrics highlight the worldly pressures on 
believers. 

“Tt’s dealing with the fact that the world 
doesn’t want you to believe in God, to run 
to God with your problems,” Cooper said. 
“’.. Make no mistake, we are in a war.”

Personally, the song “One Day Too Late” 
resonated most for me. It’s about grasp- 
ing opportunities before they slip away. 
It’s especially meaningful in the wake of 
that mission trip, when we had so little 
time to reach out with assistance and en- 
couragement — to be those heroes Cooper 
described. 

For Cooper, the song evokes images of 
his two young children and the regrets that 
surround time that slips away. 

“T just get really busy with the band, 
with business, with doing all the things I 
need to do,” Cooper said. “... Before I know 
it, ’m so busy that I haven’t done the things 
that I want to do.” 

Although it covers many topics, the al- 
bum’s bottom line echoes its title. 

“We have a responsibility as Christians 

.. to wake up and face our issues and face 
the world awake and alive,” Cooper said.

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Lower oil prices expected to block COLA 


igher oil prices last 

year led to the largest 

annual cost-of-living 

adjustment (COLA) to 
federal entitlements since 1982. 
Good thing, too. 

Lower oil prices will likely block 
any COLA this year for military 
retirees, federal civilian retirees, 
Social Security recipients, survi- 
vor benefit annuitants or disabled 
veterans. 

The expected COLA “goose 
ege” will be the first since Con- 
gress began to adjust federal en- 
titlements automatically using 
inflation rates as tracked by Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics (BLS). 
This year the cost of goods and 
services nationwide has fallen. 
No inflation means no COLA. So 
what happened? 

“Gas prices,” said Malik Craw- 
ford, an economist at BLS head- 
quarters in Washington. 

Each year, the federal COLA 
is based on the average change 
in the cost of a market basket of 
goods and services from the third 
quarter (July through September)

DIC, a tax exempt payment, is 
payable when a military mem- 
ber dies on active duty or dies in 
retirement from a service-con- 
nected condition. But a surviving 
spouse who draws DIC sees her 
Survivor Benefit Plan (SBP) re- 
duced by an equal amount. 

Patricia A. Sharp, Margaret M. 
Haverkamp and Iva Dean Rogers 
argued that the plain meaning of 
the 2003 statute exempted them 
and any other widow who remar- 
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ries after age 57 from the SBP- 
DIC offset. 

The appeals court agreed, call- 
ing the government’s arguments 
to the contrary “unconvincing,” 
including its contention that Con- 
gress would not have targeted so 
small a group of widows for SBP 
offset relief. 

“Hallelujah,” said Sharp when 
told of the decision Wednesday. 
The remarried widow of an Army 
brigadier general said she is owed 
about $96,000 in forfeited SBP. “I 
have reinstated confidence in the 
government of the United States 
of America for making laws and 
abiding by them.” 

Michael R. Franzinger, a law- 
yer for the widows, said up to 400 
surviving spouses could see more 
than $35 million in SBP restored 
over 10 years if the government 
decides not to appeal either to all 
12 judges on the Federal Circuit 
appeals court or to the U.S. Su- 
preme Court. 

Government attorneys had in- 
dicated in the lower court that if 
the ruling was upheld on appeal, 
Defense officials would work to 
find and pay all impacted widows 
rather than require them to apply 
for benefits owed.

Economy's small drop 
hints recession ending

WASHINGTON — The econ- 
omy shrank at an annual rate of 
1 percent in the spring, a better- 
than-expected showing and more 
evidence that the recession is 
drawing to a close. 

Many analysts believe the econ- 
omy is growing in the current 
quarter, but they caution that any 
rebound will not be accompanied 
initially by rising employment. 

Americans may see little ben- 
efit from a recovery if jobs remain 
scarce and consumer spending 
stays too low to fuel a strong eco- 
nomic rebound. 

The Commerce Department’s 
new estimate for the gross do- 
mestic product was unchanged 
from the initial figure it released 
last month. The drop, while repre- 
senting a record fourth consecu- 
tive decline, was far smaller than 
the previous two quarters. It also 
was stronger than the 1.5 percent 
decline that private economists 
expected. 

The 1 percent rate of decline in 
the April-June quarter followed 
decreases of 6.4 percent in the 
first quarter and 5.4 percent in 
the final three months of 2008, the 
sharpest back-to-back declines in 
a half-century. 

Economists are heartened that 
the decline slowed to 1 percent in 
the spring. Many analysts think

ow could anyone release the only 
He= convicted in the bombing of 
Pan Am Flight 103? 

Does anyone really believe that Scottish 
officials sent Abdel Baset al-Megrahi back 
to Libya for “compassionate” reasons? 
Yes, the former Libyan intelligence agent 
is purportedly dying of cancer. But as a 
London Times columnist asked: Would the 
same Scots release Robert Black, the Scot- 
tish serial killer of young girls, if he were 
on death’s door? 

Clearly something is going on here that 
has little to do with compassion. Ameri- 
cans, who remember the Lockerbie trag- 
edy with horror, deserve to know the real 
reason al-Megrahi was freed. 

The most likely possibility falls under 
the heading “business and blackmail.” 
The Brits have extensive trade interests 
in Libya, and Megrahi had become an 
obstacle to them. (No one believes Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Gordon Brown’s claim 
that the decision rested solely with Scottish 
officials.) 

As Saif Gadhafi, a son of Libya’s leader, 
put it last week, “In all commercial con- 
tracts for oil and gas with Britain, Megrahi 
was always on the negotiating table.” His 
father, the mercurial Moammar, went out 
of his way to embarrass Brown, along with 
Queen Elizabeth and her son Prince An- 
drew (a regular visitor to Libya on trade 
missions), by thanking them publicly for 
their alleged role in al-Megrahi’s release. 

The British had been seeking to unload 
al-Megrahi for some time since Gadhafi’s 
renunciation of terrorism and his scrap- 
ping of Libya’s weapons of mass destruc- 
tion in 2003. Gadhafi made clear that 
lucrative oil deals depended on al-Megra- 
hi’s repatriation. 

Moreover, Gadhafi has been using his 
oil and gas wealth to blackmail Europe- 
ans into accepting his unorthodox behav- 
ior. Over the past year, the Libyan leader 
waged economic war against the Swiss 
after his son Hannibal, a reputed playboy, 
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was briefly arrested by police in a Geneva 
hotel based on complaints that he had been 
beating his servants. 

In response, Gadhafi cut off crucial oil 
supplies to Switzerland and made two Swiss 
citizens living in Tripoli virtual hostages. 
After the Swiss president made a groveling 
apology, Libya promised to restore normal 
relations and to let the hostages go. 

British expats were threatened with sim- 
ilar reprisals if al-Megrahi died in prison, 
according to the London Times. So home 
he went. 

There is a second but less likely possible 
explanation for the al-Megrahi decision. 
Some argue the Brits knew that al-Megrahi 
wasn’t guilty and Iran was the true culprit. 
So why not release him? (Never mind that a 
neutral Scottish court found him guilty.) 

To lay that one to rest, I spoke by phone 
with Vincent Cannistraro, a former head of 
counterterrorism at the CIA who directed 
the agency’s Pan Am 103 investigation. 
Cannistraro told me the evidence at first 
implicated a Damascus-based Palestin- 
ian group, the Popular Front for the Lib- 
eration of Palestine — General Command 
(PFLP-GC), which was working on behalf 
of Iran. Tehran had authorized and funded 
the bombing, he said, as a reprisal for the 
accidental U.S. shoot-down of an Iranian 
civilian airliner over the Persian Gulf in 
July 1988. But this operation was foiled 
in October 1988 by German intelligence, 
which broke up a PFLP-GC cell in Frank- 
furt. The Lockerbie bombing happened 
two months later. 

Cannistraro believes the PFLP-GC 
handed off the operation to the Libyans. 
The explosive device that destroyed Pan 
Am 103 was placed in a Toshiba cassette 
player — just like the bombs found in the 
Frankfurt bust. 

“The methodology of the boom box was 
very coincidental,’ Cannistraro said. “To 
me, this meant that Libya picked up the 
technology from the PFLP-GC, which had 
active members in Tripoli.” He added firm- 
ly: “There is no question in my mind that 
the Libyans carried this operation off.” 
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Among the other questions that sur- 
round the al-Megrahi affair is what role, 
if any, the Obama administration had in 
it. After all, 180 of 270 passengers on Pan 
Am 103 were Americans. The British press 
claims Attorney General Eric Holder was 
informed in advance. 

Once al-Megrahi was released, it was 
dumb for the Brits or the Americans to 
expect Gadhafi to refrain from giving him 
a big public reception. Indeed, the Libyan 
leader is planning to honor the convicted 
bomber at next month’s 40th anniversary 
celebration of the coup that brought him to 
power. 

Obama’s engagement policy can’t pre- 
clude serious consequences for Libya for 
continuing to glorify al-Megrahi. “The 
man who organized the hero’s welcome 
for Megrahi was the one who ordered the 
Lockerbie bombing — Moammar Gad- 
hafi,” says Cannistraro. “He stuck his fin- 
ger in our eye.”

Students sent home for

School district staff attorney 
Tom Wittmer said the shirts might 
have offended or distracted others 
and violated the district’s dress 
code. 

The shirts are connected to 
a local church called the Dove 
World Outreach Center.

The congregation said a 10-year- 
old elementary school student was 
sent home because of the shirt.

Man with severed tongue 
to stand trial in 4 rapes 


C MURRIETA — A South- 

ern California man will 
stand trial in the rapes of four 
women, including one alleged vic- 
tim who authorities say bit off the 
tongue of her attacker. 

The Riverside County district 
attorney’s office said a judge in 
Murrieta ordered Ronald Douglas 
McGowan, 32, to stand trial after 
a preliminary hearing on 12 felony 
counts, including rape, forcible 
rape, assault with a deadly weapon 
and assault causing serious bodily 
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injury. 

Prosecutors say one of the vic- 
tims bit off part of McGowan’s 
tongue in self-defense during an 
alleged rape at her apartment. 
McGowan, of West Covina, was 
arrested at an emergency room 
where he went for treatment. 

His tongue could not’ be 
reattached.

Judges in kickbacks case 
lose plea agreements 


IP ALLENTOWN — Two 

former Pennsylvania 
judges who pleaded guilty to fraud 
have lost their bid to keep their 
plea agreement in place. 

Former Luzerne County judges 
Mark Ciavarella and Michael Co- 
nahan were charged with taking 
millions of dollars in kickbacks to 
place youth offenders in privately 
owned detention centers. 

Their plea agreements with 
prosecutors had called for sen- 
tences of more than seven years in 
prison. 

A federal judge ruled last month 
that the two haven’t accepted re- 
sponsibility for their actions and 
threw out the plea agreement. The 
judge rejected their bid to get him 
to change his mind. 


San Antonio sues over 
shelved water project 


SAN ANTONIO — A 

water fight between the 
San Antonio Water System and a 
neighboring river authority spilled 
into court when the system sued 
the river authority for more than 
$1.2 billion. 

The water system filed a law- 
suit in Travis County accusing 
the Lower Colorado River Author- 
ity of breach of contract after the 
authority’s board passed a resolu- 
tion that effectively killed a project 
to recapture wasted water for use 
around San Antonio and Austin. 

The agencies had been working 
under a March 2002 agreement 
to study large-scale conservation 
projects that would have supplied 
enough extra water to raise the 
levels in Lakes Travis and Buchan- 
an while supplying fast-growing 
San Antonio with more drinking 
water. 


Man pleads guilty in 
meatpacking plant fire 


MILWAUKEE — One 

of two brothers accused 
of sparking a $50 million fire at 
a Milwaukee-area meatpack- 
ing plant with a military-grade 
flare has pleaded guilty to related 
charges. 

Joshua J. Popp, 23, pleaded 
guilty to one count of second-de- 
gree recklessly endangering safe- 
ty. His 25-year-old brother, Kurtis 
J. Popp, is expected to plead guilty 
to the same charge at his arraign- 
ment. The charge carries up to 
10 years in prison and a $25,000 
fine. 

Prosecutors say Kurtis Popp 
fired a flare his brother gave him 
and that it landed on a roof at the 
Patrick Cudahy Inc. meatpacking 
plant in Cudahy. Four buildings 
were destroyed and thousands 
of residents were temporarily 
evacuated.

3 held after causing 
train’s emergency stop

— Three _ transients 
hopped aboard a locomotive on a 
train hauling hazardous materials 
and triggered the brakes, bringing 
it to a halt in a western Colorado 
canyon, authorities said. 

No damage or injuries were 
reported. 

The Garfield County Sheriff’s

Newspaper still 
publishes after fire 


ANADARKO — A week- 
end fire that destroyed 

the building that housed The 
Anadarko Daily News didn’t stop 
the newspaper from publishing. 

The fire that began in a bar next 
door to the newspaper in south- 
west Oklahoma destroyed, among 
other things, a 1962 printing press 
and 60 rolls of newsprint weighing 
1,000 pounds each. The newspa- 
per is being laid out in anearby art 
gallery and printed at the El Reno 
Tribune, Daily News publisher 
and editor Carolyn McBride said. 

“People said we lost the news- 
paper,” McBride said as the rest 
of the newspaper’s 14 employees 
scurried around, working to make 
their deadline. “We said, ‘No, 
we’re just around the corner.’ We 
lost our building. We didn’t lose 
our newspaper, because the news- 
paper is in our spirit.”

Charmaine Tavares wants 
to do away with the county’s 18 
wastewater injection wells. 

She says the effort could take a 
decade or so. 

Injection wells are used to pour 
treated wastewater back into the 
water table. The wells are blamed 
by many for killing reefs and chok- 
ing fish with algae blooms. 

The wells decant nearly 9 mil- 
lion gallons of treated wastewater 
down steel pipes that can sink 385 
feet into the ground. 

Tavares’ first step is to address 
the 3 million to 5 million gallons of 
treated wastewater that the Lahai- 
na Wastewater Reclamation Facil- 
ity puts into four injection wells 
ever day. 

The wastewater would be used 
to grow algae in lined holding 
ponds.

Can Guam High finally reach 
the big time in two playotts? 








Panthers’ new coach thinks improvement possible

It’s time, coach Billy Henry believes. 

Guam High has endured years of disap- 
pointments and near misses. The Panthers are 
0-4 in the DODDS Far East football playoffs 
and have managed two third-place Interscho- 
lastic Football League finishes in their 11-sea- 
son history. 

One of those third-place finishes came last 
season. Now, Henry, who assumes the team’s 
helm from the departed Brandon Miller, feels 
the Panthers are talented and committed 
enough to take the next step. 

Henry sees last year’s finish as a “badge of 
honor. They can hold their heads high that they 
got third place. But I want to display it as a chal- 
lenge to not just meet but exceed their goals.” 

After coaching in Hohenfels, Germany, and 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, Henry transferred to 
Guam and feels he brings new styles of defense 
in addition to years of coaching experience. 

“T didn’t come to overhaul but to fine-tune 
the program,” Henry said. 

He’ll count on returning leaders Raul Bry- 
and, a senior linebacker, and Devon Jacobs, 








a junior receiver, along with newcomers Star 
Motley and Marcus Dollard. 

The Panthers were to open Saturday, but the 
game was postponed because host Okkodo had 
not yet received its equipment. A makeup date 
was not immediately announced. 

Henry’s charges will employ a spread-option 
attack and a 4-3 defense to fend off their oppo- 
nents in the seven-team IFL. Each team plays 
each other once during the regular season. 

“We would love to exceed what we’ve done. I 
believe we won’t go back,” Henry said. “We’re 
getting better by the day. I believe in these 
kids. Their commitment and excellence gives 
them the opportunity to meet and possibly ex- 
ceed their goals.” 

Those goals include opportunities to win 
titles in two playoffs. The IFL conducts its 
three-week playoffs in October, and the Pan- 
thers travel to Okinawa for the Class AA play- 
offs in November. 

Henry describes that as a “rare opportunity. 
We greatly appreciate that we have an oppor- 
tunity to be in two leagues and have an oppor- 
tunity to play. It’s fantastic, wonderful. The 
kids are excited about it.”

Three-time champ Edgren gets 





Zama drops from 
Class AA, seeks 
its first winning 
season since ‘03

CAMP ZAMA, Japan — Football games 
between Robert D. Edgren and Zama Ameri- 
can take on a new meaning — and sense of 
urgency — this season. 

Due to a drop in enrollment, Zama now 
plays at the Class A level. And unlike the past 
four years, when Edgren got a pass into the 
Far East title game as Japan’s lone Class A 
team, the Eagles have company. 

“T think it’s great. Competition is good. It 
will be good for Zama, too,” Edgren coach 
Chris Waite said. 

While Edgren aims at a fourth straight 
Class A banner and its third straight plus- 
.900 season, the Trojans, 0-7 last year, aim 
for their first winning season since 2003. A 
Class A banner would end a 46-year drought; 
no Zama boys team has won a Far East team 
title since 1963. 

Though Edgren-Zama clashes are impor- 
tant, so too are the rest of each team’s games, 
Waite and Trojans coach Steven Merrell 
said. 

“Every game is important,” Waite said. 
“We’ve never seen some games as more im- 
portant than others.” 

“Tt wouldn’t mean anything to win any- 
thing if you don’t have a successful season,” 
Merrell said. “We need to see it as every 
game matters and play at a championship 
level every game.” 

Waite remembers 2005, when he was an as- 
sistant coach, going to Osan at 1-7 and losing 
the Class A title game 16-14. “I don’t know 
how Id have felt about winning a champion- 
ship after a rough season,” Waite said. 

But far more than being able to stay with 
its Class A opposition in Korea, Edgren has 
proven it can run with the big boys, too.

Under Waite, the Eagles are 16-9, with 
one-point losses in five games, three to pe- 
rennial DODDS-Japan champion Yokota, 
and a seminal 20-18 home victory over Yo- 
kota last Oct. 24. 

“For three years, we’ve been in the ball- 
park with Yokota,” Waite said. “I definitely 
think we’re competitive” with Class AA 
teams. 

They get a chance to see how competi- 
tive when they host Kadena on Sept. 26. The 
Panthers have reached the past three Class 
AA finals, winning the 2007 title game 39-13 
over Yokota. 

Taking aim at their 11th straight DODDS- 
Japan and Kanto Plain titles, Yokota remains 
thin in numbers and experience. Only five 
starters return from last year’s team that 
went 6-3, the Panthers’ worst mark since 
1999. 


Yokota starts two freshmen in the offensive 
line — something coach Tim Pujol has never 
done in his decade with the program. Much 
depends on how the offensive and defensive 
lines develop, he said. 

With the Trojans moving to Class A, that 
leaves only Yokota and Nile C. Kinnick to 
battle for DODDS-Japan’s Class AA semifi- 
nal berth. 

Gary Wilson returns to the Red Devils’ 
helm after a one-year hiatus. Kinnick ap- 
pears solid, he said, on offense, where three 
starters return to the line and a wealth of JV 
move-ups and new move-ins will bolster the 
ranks. But the defense is young and green, 
he said. 

DODDS-Japan play opens Friday with 
Kinnick hosting Yokota and Edgren visiting 
Zama. Kickoffs are at 7 p.m.

Ruling: Some 
would like 
to see leakers’ 
names leaked

Chicago White Sox manager 
Ozzie Guillen agreed the story 
won’t go away until the entire list 
is released. 

“Whoever’s got the list, get 
them out of there, make us suffer 
for couple days and move on,” he 
said. “Just get the thing out. Clear 
the thing and move on. Move 
on and this game is going to be 
better.” 

Royals pitcher Brian Bannister 
disagreed. 

“Tt was done in a confidential 
matter, and I think it should stay 
that way,” he said. “I think the 
law should be upheld. It was done 
according to law.” 

Los Angeles Dodgers manag- 
er Joe Torre lamented the slow 
trickle with which the names 
have been leaked. 

“I hate the whole systematic 
leaking of names, because it’s 
never going to go away. Even 
though it’s something that’s six 
years old, it keeps becoming cur- 
rent news,” he said. “It’s not giv- 
ing our sport a chance to heal, 
which it needs to do. 

“The thing that it hurts is the 
fan base of people who are brag- 
ging about this particular player 
and how good he is, and all of a 
sudden to have somebody stick a 
pin in the balloon.” 

Other players said they wanted 
to see a different list of names: 
Those who might be illegally 
leaking the names to reporters. 

“Leak the names that leaked 
the names,” said St. Louis pitcher 
Adam Wainwright, the Cardi- 
nals’ player representative. ‘“Peo- 
ple are obviously breaking the 
law acquiring those names, and 
it’s not the agreement the fed- 
eral government had with Major 
League Baseball. Those names 
were court-sealed. For crying 
out loud, you can’t release them, 
period.”

Bill Elliott, knows his way around a track, too

NASHVILLE, Tenn. 
hase Elliott’s favorite 
toy as a young boy was 
his Matchbox race car. 
He didn’t crash it into 

walls or run it off tables. 

No, he turned that little car in 
circles. Now Elliott is doing that 
with much bigger cars, even 
though at 13 he’s three years away 
from legally driving on public 
roads. Call it the family business, 
genes or just fate. All the son of 
NASCAR great Bill Elliott knows 
is that he has dreamed of racing 
in NASCAR just like his father 
since playing with that toy car. 

“T’ve never really found any 
other passion for anything,” 
Chase Elliott said. “Racing’s been 
pretty much my dream since I 
was little.” 

Though he wasn’t around in 
1988 when his father won the 
Winston Cup championship, as 
Sprint Cup was then known, EI- 
liott has been going to racetracks 
since he was a baby and has seen 
plenty of his father’s 804 starts 
on NASCAR’s top level and a few 
of the 44 victories by the Motors- 
ports Hall of Famer. It’s why EI- 
liott started racing dirt bikes and 
go-karts around the yard as soon 
as he was big enough to hold the 
handles and put his foot down. 

When he wanted to start com- 
peting, he went to his father. “It’s 
totally up to him,” Bill Elliott said. 
“T’m not pushing him to do it. It’s 
his decision, and when he started 
wanting to drive, I said, “That’s 
between you and your mother. 
You talk your mother into it, and 
then we’ll make it work.’”’ 

Cindy Elliott agreed but only if 
her son tested himself first with 
go-karts to see how much he re- 
ally liked racing. 

Chase Elliott was 8 when he 
started racing go-karts in north- 
ern Georgia. With the family liv- 
ing in Colorado for a couple of 
years, his first full season of rac- 
ing came in 2006, when he won 
the state title in one division and 
was third in a shifter level against 
older children. He won six races 
in 2007 to defend his title.

youngest winner in the history of 
the ASA Southeast Asphalt Tour. 
“We’ve been pretty fortunate 
with the luck we’ve had so far,” 
Elliott said. 

He can’t even count how many 
races he’s run with 20 starts this 
year alone. Elliott has raced in 
Georgia, Alabama, Florida, South 
Carolina and was at the Fair- 
grounds Speedway in Nashville 
last weekend, finishing eighth in 
a Champions Racing Association 
event in which he passed Kyle 
Busch and did something the 
NASCAR star couldn’t — run all 
150 laps. 

The advantages of having 
grown up in the sport are obvi- 
ous. Elliott has a slick Web site, 
sponsors whose names he rattles 
off easily and includes whenever 
possible just like an experienced 
driver, and a talented crew that 
others trying to work their way 
up envy. His father works as his 
spotter and is with him at tracks 
whenever his schedule allows. 

If his dad is busy, then his 
mother or grandmother is with 
him at every race. 

Maybe it comes from watch- 
ing his father over the years, but 
Chase Elliott is also very polished 
when talking with reporters 
and doesn’t sound like a typical 
eighth-grader. 

“Growing up around it, I don’t 
know if it necessarily made it 
easier,” he said. “It’s definitely 
a great opportunity to know the 
people that we know and that 
could play a big factor.” 

Elliott has his own demands. 
Grades can dip no lower than a 
B, and teachers at King’s Ridge 
Christian School work with his 
family to help him make up work 
he misses. Luckily, races are on 
weekends. 

But being 13 has its challenges. 

He can’t drive on NASCAR- 
sanctioned tracks because of an 
age limit requiring drivers to 
be at least 16. “That’ll definitely 
open up some more doors as far 
as what I can drive. Hopefully, 
when I’m 16 I can move up to 
something bigger and get to that 
next step. Right now, all I really 
can do is run Late Models. I think 
that’s plenty for right now.”

LOUISVILLE, Ky. — A seeth- 
ing Rick Pitino said he could stay 
on the sidelines no longer. The 
Louisville basketball coach said 
video aired Wednesday of a police 
interview with a woman at the 
heart of a sex and extortion scan- 
dal surrounding Pitino revived a 
“total fabrication of the truth.” 

Init, Karen Cunagin Sypher ac- 
cuses Pitino of sexually assault- 
ing her, an allegation she brought 
to police after she was accused of 
trying to extort millions from the 
coach. Prosecutors did not pursue 
charges against Pitino. 

Against his lawyer’s advice, 
Pitino said he thought he needed 
to speak out. “Everything that’s 
been printed, everything that’s 
been reported, everything that’s 
been breaking in the news on the 
day Ted Kennedy died is 100 per- 
cent a lie, a lie,” Pitino said in a 
hastily called news conference. 
“All of this has been a lie, a total 
fabrication of the truth.” 

His remarks came two weeks 
after his five-minute apology for 
an “indiscretion” with Sypher at 
a Louisville restaurant in 2003. 
He told police he had sex with her 
there. Sypher later told Pitino she 
was pregnant, planned to have an 
abortion but did not have medical 
insurance. He told police he gave 
her $3,000. His attorney, Steve 
Pence, said the money was for in- 
surance, not an abortion. 

Pitino had planned to stay mum 
and let the case go to trial, dur- 
ing which, he says, “the truth 
will come out.” Pitino didn’t dis- 
cuss details of the case. But the 
56-year-old married father of five 
said the scandal had been “pure 
hell” for his wife and family and 
fumed at the media for airing the 
new video that repeated claims 
made in a transcript released 
earlier. 

“Enough’s enough, everybody 
is tired of it,’ Pitino said. “We 
need to get on with the important 
things in life like the economy 
and really some crucial things in 
life like basketball. I admitted I 
made a mistake, and believe me I 
will suffer for that mistake.” 

As his news conference was 
carried live on TV in Louisville, 
at least one station split the screen 
with Pitino on the left, and the po- 
lice video of Sypher on the right.

Appeals court says investigators 
overreached when they seized 
names of those who failed tests

BOSTON — David Ortiz didn’t bother 
getting worked up over a court decision 
that said investigators overreached when 
they seized a list of players — which in- 
cluded the Boston Red Sox slugger — who 
failed drug tests in 2003. 

“T don’t care,” he said softly, never turn- 
ing away from the clubhouse computer he 
was using to check his e-mail. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruled in a 9-2 vote on Wednesday that fed- 
eral agents violated the players’ protec- 
tions against unreasonable searches and 
seizures when it confiscated a list of play- 
ers who tested positive for performance- 
enhancing drugs. 

Investigators only had a warrant for 10 
test results as part of the BALCO inves- 
tigation into Barry Bonds and others, the 
court said — not the 104 results it seized. 

“This was an obvious case of deliberate 
overreaching by the government in an ef- 
fort to seize data as to which it lacked prob- 
able cause,” Chief Judge Alex Kozinski 
wrote, adding that the players’ union had 
good reason to want to keep the list secret. 
“Some players appear to have already suf- 
fered this very harm as a result of the gov- 
ernment’s seizure.” 

Although the list was under seal, several 
names have leaked out, including Ortiz, 
New York Yankees star Alex Rodriguez, 
Los Angeles Dodgers outfielder Manny 
Ramirez and former Chicago Cubs slugger 
Sammy Sosa. 

Was Ortiz disappointed the ruling came 
too late to save him from a maelstrom of 
media attention about whether he used 
performance-enhancing drugs? 

“T guess,” Ortiz, who has denied using 
steroids, said without ever looking away 
from the computer screen. 

The baseball players agreed in 2003 to

survey drug testing without penalties to 
determine the extent of steroid use in the 
sport. There were 104 positive tests, though 
the players’ union has said some could be 
multiple failures from the same player and 
others might not have held up on appeal. 

In 2004, federal agents obtained a search 
warrant and seized the records from two 
labs. The court said Wednesday that the 
government overstepped its authority. 

“A lot of people’s credibility and a lot 
of people’s dignity have been damaged in 
this,” Atlanta Braves third baseman Chip- 
per Jones said. “It’s not fair to the clean 
players. It’s not fair to the players who’ve 
been leaked. Get ’em all out there so we 
can start the healing process. It’s not going 
to stop until they’re all out there.”
